shoulders of the denomination. A steam grist-mill and cotton-gin 
are being erected, which, when completed, will be matle to produce 
toll sufficient to supply bread and meat, Every effort is being 
made to develop the resources of the Home so as to place it on # 
: self-supporting basis. The Banner, we understand, is increasing its 
' circulation, and from this source a considerable sum 4s placed in 
the treasury. No one can deny the good that the Home bas already 
done by supplying the helpless children of oar decéased\ soldiers 
with homes; and every one ¢an see in this day of poverty and dls. 
tress, when parents are passing aw ay and leaving their children to 
the care of an impoverished people, that Sn 
by mites, as a home for the homeless. is an ab Weasity. We, 
therefore, recommend the Home to all Christians as a channel 
throug which they may give their ‘cup of ¢old ‘water’ in the 
Master's name to the poor, remembering the Master has said ‘They 
that do these things shall not. lose their reward.’

It 
would require One or two missionaries their whole time; and then 
their work would be poorly done. We submit herewith a report 
of the amount Of missionary work done in the bounds of the Asso- 
ciation with its resulis, . All of which is reapecttully submitted.

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more especially our pastors, have, to a great extent, failed to appre- 
\ ciate the power of their influence in this regard. For we believe 
= it to be the duty of the pastors to labor for the establishment of 

Sabbath-echools im their respective churches, and that on their 

regular visits to their churches, they should as often as practicably 
meet with the Sunday-school, to encourage by their presence, as 
well as to council, advise and strengthen the superintendents, 
| teachers and pupils in this work, that'they should take a kind of 
advisory oversight or supervision of the sehool. We believe that

‘With the twenty-four ordained ministers, and 
the twenty fieentletes. all engaged as the Lord shall give opportu- 
nity, we may soon see the waste places of our Zion made glad, and 
be ready to look for other missionary grounds to cultivate.

Having no money to send out a Mis- 
sionary we preoured the service of Elder Joshua Smith es agent for the Board 
to visit the churches to procure funds to erable us to send him to the fidld, 
but-owing to the stringency of financial affairs only the amount of $2 35 was 
obtained and we could not proceed further. 

We have sold through Bro.Sm'th and the Secretary of our Board $24 60 
worth of Bibles and Testaments, donated $3 80 worth. 

The last few weeks we have had the services of Bro. J. T. Harris and Jay.

We will clect » Moderator and Clerk by bellot, ‘at each annual 
meeting, so soon as the letters from the churches are read and members names 
enralled—letvers from petitioning churches being received that their delegates 
miay|also have the privilege of voting. 

Akt. VII. We cisclaim any right to adopt rules thst at any time infringe 
upon the independence and rights of churches, We.may however, advise 
cburctes when they request it, and will withdraw from such as becoms bereti- 
eal in doctrine or disorderly in djscipline, : 

Agr. VIIL We will have an Executive Board, composed of five members elac- 
ted Annually, and the Moderator and Clerk, whose duty it shall be to take 
charge of all the funds sent up by the churekes, and dispose of thesame as the 
churches may direct; and to take the oversight of all misssons and colp: rtage 
in the bounds of the Association not otherwise provided for. 

Ar. IX. We will correspond with sister Arsc¢iations. 

Art. X. Wewill bave our Minutes read, corrected and signed by the Mod- 
erator and Clerk, before the Session rises ; and will not adj. urn excep) in extra- 
ordinary cases, until all the busindss is finished. 

Art: XI. We will, while convened, appoint the time and place of holding 
the next annual meting, and elect a Brother to preach the next introductory 
sermon; and may make such alterations and amendments to this Covenant as 
two thirds of the membors present may deem necfssary., _

ARTICLE 1. We, as Independent churches, of Jesus Christ, do mutual- 
ly covenant to unite our efforts and influence for the advancement of the 
cause of Christ, undér the title of the TrsHomMINGo BAPTIST ASSOCIATION. 

Arr. 2. Weagree to hold annual meetings, to be composed of dele- 
gates chosen by the respective churches, bearing letters to be read at the 
opening of the mecting, showing their appointment ; and also showing 
the number received by baptism, by letter, by restoration and dismission 
by letter; excluded and dead during the year, together with the whole 
Humber in fellowship: 

Arr. 3. ‘We agiee that every church belonging to this body, shall be 
entitled to three delegates, until they number éne hundred members, then 
oye for every hundred above that number. 

Or 4. When any church shall fail tocommunicate with this body 
for three successive meetings it shall be considered as having withdrawn 
from us, and will be dropped from the Minutes, unless two or more mem- 
bers shall request its continuance, and will also engage to inquire into its 
standing, and report at the next annual meeting. 

\Art, 5. Other churches may be admitted into this union by signifying 
their wish by letter, and delegates, provided they be deemed scriptural. 

Art. 6. We will elect.a Moderator and Clerk by ballot, at each annu- 
al meeting, so soon as the letters from the churches are read and members 
names enroiled—letters from petitioning churches being received that 
their delegate’ may also have the privilege of voting. 

Arr. 7. We disclaim any right to adopt rules that at any time infringe 
upon the independence and right of churthes. - We may however, advise 
churches when they request jt, and will withdraw from such as become 
heretical in doctrine or disorderly in discipline. -

RULES OF ORDER. 





ArticLe I. The Association shall be opened with prayer. 

Art. II. The Moderator shall be considered the judge of order; but 
any member not satixfied with his decision may appeal, provided that 
appeal be made on the same day, but at nv subséquent time. 

Art. II]. The Moderator shall be entited to the same privilege of 
speaking as other members, but not to vote unless his vote be neces- 
sary to decide a question. If he rises to speak, he shall call some 
brother to take the chair. ; . 

ArT. IV. Ail questions brought before the Association shall be in- 
troduced by motion, and if seconded, shall be opened for discussion, 
unless withdrawn by ‘the mover or his second. When a subject has 
been taken up and a reasonable time allowed for discussion, the Mud- 
erator shall take the question by yeas and nays, and if a call for a di- 
vision be made, it shall be decided by the members rising.. 

Axt. V. Any member wishing to speak shall rise and address the 
Moderator. Only one member shall be allowed to speak at the same 
time, who shall not be interrupted while speaking, unless he depart 
from the subject or make personal reflections, ‘ 

Axt. VI. No poten shail speak more than once upon any subject 
until all who wish to speak shall have had an opportunity, nor more 
than twice upen any subject without permission, 

ArT. VII Every subject introduced for discussion shall be decided 
before anot her. shall be offered, unless it he laid over for motion, with 
the consent of the mover of the resolution. 

Art. VIIL. The Association shall in all cases be governed by a 
majority of the members present, except in the reception of churches; 
then a unanimous vote shall be required, But in no ease shall one 
member or church prevent the reception of a church without sufficient 
cause shown, which shall be determined by a majority. 

Akt. IX. The names of members shall be called whenever the As- 

peciation shall direct, and the absentees marked. Any member wish- 

g to retire shall obtain permission of the Moderator. 

Art. X. The appellation of Brother shall be used by members ip 
addressing each othr. 

Art. XI. Any member violating these Rules, shall be subject to be 


reproved by the Moderator, but only on the day the breach shall have 


been made.

We agree to hold annual meetings, to be com posed of del- 
egates chosen by the respective churches, bearing letters to be read at 
the:opening of the meeting, showing their appointment; and also 
showing the number received -by baptism, by letter, by restoration 
and dismission by lettér, excluded and dead during the year, together 
with the whole number in fellowship. 

Arr. 3. Weagree that every church belonging to this body shall 
be entitled to three delegates, until they number one hundred mem- 
bers, then one for every hundred above that oumber, 

Arr. 4. When any church shall fail to communicate with this 
body for three successive meéetings it shall be considered as having 
withdrawn from us, and will be dropped from the Minutes, unless two 
or more members shall request its continuance, and will also engage 
to inquire into its standing, and report at the next annual meeting. 

Arr. 5. Other churches may be admitted into this union by signi- 
fying their wish by letter, and delegates, provided they be deemed 
scriptural. 

Axr. 6. We will elect a Moderator and (Clerk by ballot, at each an- 
nual meeting, «=p soon as the letters from the churches are read and 
menibers names enrolled—letters from petitioning churches being re- 
ceived that their delegates may also have the privilege of voting. 

Ant. 7. We disclaim any right to adopt rules that at any time in- 
fringe upon the Independence and right o churches. We may howev- 
er, advise churches when they request it, and will withdraw from such 
as become heretical in doctrine or djsorderly in discipline. 

Arr. 8. We will bave an Executive Board, composed of five mem- 
bers elected annually, and the Moderater and Clerk, whose duty it 
shall be to take charge of all the funds sent up by the churches, and 
ee og of the same as the churches may direct; and to take the over- 
sight of all missions and ecolportage in the bounds of the Association 
not otherwise provided for, 

Art. 9. We will correspond with sister Associations. 

Art. 10. We will have our Minutes real, corrected and signed b 
the Moderator and Clerk, before the Session rises; and will not ad- 
Journ except in extraordinary cases, until all the business is finished. 

Arr. ll. We will, while ¢onvened, appoint the time and place of 
holding the next annual meeting, and elect @ brother to preach the 
next introductory sermon; and may make such alterations and 
amendments to this Covenant as two-thirds of the members present
